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The importance of a Public sentiment 

in harmony with the spirit of Ameri- 
¥ can Institutions, and the relation of 
Colleges to the agencies on which we 


muat chi rely for) the) creation, 
growth, an prveraion ‘of such: a 
sentiment. 


BY REV. DR. TOWNE, 
A conviction that the fate of our free | 


republi can institutions is suspended 
upon ae character of the sentiment.that 
perv the nation, cannot be tod 
deeply . rooted in the hearts of Ameri- 
cans. European governments are pow- 
ers. in themselves; they do not ask the 
people: permission to be. And if the 
populace over whom they: preside. are 
immersed in ignorance, the ‘more fit 
are they to serve as their tools: Our 
government, on’ the contrary, is the 
sérvant of the popular will. The force 
‘ that actuates and controls it, is not in 
itself, but in society—a fact never to 
be lost sight of. If ‘therefore there be 
not virtue enough in society te regu- 
late the machinery of government, it 
_must run down. We do not affirm that 
every member of society must be a 
,traly virtuous man. | This may, indeed, 
bé very desirable, but it is. not indis- 
pensable. There may be much igno- 
rance and much depravity in a state; 
and yt if there be underlying all this, 
an enlightened public sentiment, work- 
ing like leaven through the corrupting 
mass, effectually, though it may be 
gradually, society may hold together, 
and we may hope that God will regard 
it favorably for the salt that is in it. 
But this salt there must be; a senti- 
ment combining, if we analyze it, an 
enlightened love of country; an enlight- 
ened attachment to the great principles of 
civil and religious liberty; un enlightened 
appreciation of the value of the Federal 
Union; an enlightened conviction of the 
solemn responsibility of the elective fran- 
chise, and ‘of the moral character of 
rulers; above all, a deep religious feeling, 
areverence for the God of our fathers, as 
the source of all political power, as the 
ruler of nations, whose will is above all 
human statutes, and the only supreme 
law. This must be the sentiment of 
the land; the national sentiment, be- 
longing to no one party exclusively, 
but diffused among all; confined to no 
one locality, but pervading all sections, 
and ready upon an emergency to rally 
around the ramparts of freedom, gen- 
erously sacrificing all. minor considera- 
tions, all mere sectional interests to 
the demands of patriotism. With such 
a sentiment, permeating like the cur- 
rents of life through the arteries and 
veins of American society, no institu- 
tions are so durable, none so efficient 
as ourown. Without it none so weak 
none whose destruction is so sure. We 
sometimes call public sentiment the 
basis of our civil institutions. It is 
something more, it is their soul, their 
breath, or rather it is the atmosphere 
which supplies the vital air. Poison 
the atmosphere that wraps.us about on 
every side, and we perish. Let public 
sentiment in this country become gene- 
rally corrupt; let patriotism die out of 
it; let religious reverence, and the 
principles of conscience die out of it; 
and these glorious fabrics, reared by 
the wisdom of our fathers, and cem- 
ented by the blood of our heroes and 
patriots, would speedily fall in pieces 
and be blown away like dust before the 
whirlwinds of anarchy and faction. 

To every American, then, the ques- 
‘tion presents itself -as—one—of— infinite 
magnitude: How shall an enlightened 
public sentiment be created, preserved, 
and diffused through our country? 
What are the agencies on which, under 
God, we must, chiefly rely for this pur- 


pose? What is the relation of colleges 


and the higher seminaries of learning, 
to these several agencies? 

No argument is necessary to prove 
the indispensable importance of the 
common school, a free press, « pure 
Protestant: literature, and a living 
Christian ministry, in forming and pre- 
serving a healthful public sentiment. 
They,, therefore, need only be named.’ 
Now what is the relation of colleges to 
these agencies? 

The relation of the fountain to the 
streams that issue from it; the relation 
of a central luminary to the satellites 
that circle about it, and are ‘dependent 
upon it. for their light. If we would 
have schools we must have teachers. 
If we would have a literature and a 
press worthy of the age, and of attrac- 
tions and ability to counteract the mis- 
chievous ifafluence of-error, and to neu- 
tralize the poison of immoralily, we 
must have educated minds to enter 
these respective fields. If we would 
have a ministry capable ef interpreting 
the word ef God, and of commanding 
the respect of an intelligent-commun- 
ity, men must.be fully educated for the 
sacred office. But. how can this .be 
done without colléges and the; higher 
seminaries of learning?- We do- not 
‘say that men may not be useful teach- 
ers, and accomplished editors and _au- 
thors, without the preliminary disci- 
pline of a liberal education. This

which they have kindled, and which 
they keep bright as the vestal fire; 
deprive society of its supply of disei- 
plined and cultivated minds, and how 
‘long should we have teachers for’ our 
schools, or schools for teachers?’ What 
would soon become of literature?’ What 
would soon be the character of the pul- 
pit? Educated mind is the spring of 
all the educatioual agencies in the 
community. It controls them; it must 
ever control them where thought is 
free. And if we would have educated 
minds we must have colleges. 


The college,. therefore, is not, as 
some seem to imagine, the mere orna- 


mental part of the social edifice, con- | 


tributing, it may be, to its beauty, but 
hot to its strength and compactness, 
It is one of the chief corner-stones. Or, 
to change the figure, it: 1s the grand 
reservoir from which flow those educa- 
tional influences which are to form the 
sentiments and mould the taste, the 
manners, and the habits of the people. 


‘This 1s the light in which our fathers 


viewed them. If they had regarded 
colleges simply as seminaries where 
the sons of the aristocracy of the land 
might receive the finishing touch of a 
polite education, they would have left 
them’ as the last thing-to be provided 
for, as a luxury not suited to their sim- 
ple times, as establishments useful only 
to @ privileged few, and which might 
safely be committed to the spontaneous 
generosity of private wealth. Butcon- 
sidering them as the grand sources to 
which society must look for the supply 
of those educational influences which 
were to form the character of a free 
people, tuey had hardly cleared away 
the forest sufficiently to let in the light 
of the sun upon their humble cabins, 
before they caused the foundation of 
Harvard to be laid, “by an appropria- 
tion,’’ says Mr. Everett, ‘‘out of the 
scanty means of the country, of a sum 
equal'to the whole amount raised dur- 
ing the year for all other public 
charges.’’ Let us hear them speak for 
themselves. ‘After God had carried 
us safe to New England, and we had 
builded our houses, provided neces- 
saries for our livelihood, reared cot- 
venient places for God’s- worship, and 
settled the civil government, one of 
the next things we longed for and 
looked after, was to advance learning 
and perpetuate it to posterity; dread- 
ing to leave an illiterate ministry to the 
churches when the present ministers 
shall be in the dust.’’ 


And were our forefathers wrong in 
their estimate of these institutions? 
Was it an error to rank them among 
the primary elements of American civ- 
lization? Did they attach ‘too much 
importance to them? If we will insti- 
tute comparisons between things indis- 
pensable, which shall we esteem the 
more important, the water that spark- 
les in the goblet. to refresh the parched 
lip, or the spring by the hillside from 
which it 1s drawn?. Which is the more 
important, the fruit that is gathered for 
our table to-day, or the tree that yields 
the annual supply and bears fruit for 
posterity? Which is the more impor- 
tant, the cloud that floats over the vil- 
lage and distils its fertilizing dews- on 
a few acres of soil, or the ocean from 
which for ages came forth those 
vapory treasures that irrigate the land- 
scapes of a continent? 

Whether the establishment of insti- 
tutions of such mighty power in mould- 
ing, and controlling public sentiment 
‘shall-keep pace with the growth of our 


American population, is a question of. 


no ordinary interest. And this inter- 
est is intensified when we glance at the 
Great Valley, and notice what is going 
on there. To leave that field uncared 
for, or to an enemy, would ‘be perilous 
in the extreme. If a literature 1s 
already abroad there, leagued with 
superstition, or tainted with the poison 
of infidelity, its influence must be coun- 
teracted by providing something better. 
The Great Valley must have a litera- 
ture that is American, Protestant, 
Christian; a philosophy that bows with 
reverent homage before the oracles of 
the living God; eloquence that breathes 
the true spirit of civil and religious 
liberty, history that will kindle the 
glow of a pure patriotism; poetry, bold 
and beautiful as our own natural ‘scen- 
ery, inspiring elevated and manly 
thoughts, and shedding kindly and 
wholesome influences on the. charities 
When we consider the tide of 
population that is rolling in upon that 
vast region like the waves of the sea, 
the rapidity withwhich public sentiment 
is assuming there its permanent shape, 
and the fact that when those who are 
now. -children- shall -have-advanced to 
the full rights and privileges of Ameri- 
can citizenship, the sceptre of political

man’s service in‘warm climes and sea- 
sons. In undrained sections of the 
West, where a form of intermittent 
prevails, a ‘dry time” in the swamps 
where logs lie rotting, even in high and 
healthy sections, brings down all the 
natives promptly with ague. 


It is only a few years since the vault’

tional dishes were not to be had, but big 
sticky corn-balls made oné remember the 
delights. of their very young days, and 
pity the elegant child of the present who 
cannot venture to eat them. 

Turning around to the centre of the 
we visited ‘the flower booth, 
where, behind a rampart of plants and 
blossoms all for sale, were the gay ladies 
who wore yellow, black and red Spanish 
costumes, and who were well guarded by 
the grave duenna outside, Roses, but- 
tonhole bouquets and other bright flowers 
demanded by the outsiders kept them 
busy all the evening. 

Flanked by ‘the lemonade agd soda 
table on the one side, and by the soap- 
bubble bowl on the other,the stage, which 
had. been only a silent part of the whole 
great picture, began at a little after eight, 
to show signs of action.

The clever acting and the merry

And all this was only the opening night 
of the November Club Kirmess of 1891.

all the rest for such a bright and exeel- 
lent rendering of this familiar story. 

The remainder of the afternoon was 
spent in-a examination of the various at- 
tractions and like the previous evening, 
“Children’s Day’? was a sampler suc: 
cess. 


The second evening of the Kirmess 
was even more crowded than the first.
